Waltzing Mouse Shown 


‘Breed Once Numerous in America, Japaii | 


A humble, but nevertheless fasci- 
nating addition tothe London zoo 
is a ‘‘waltzing’’. mouse, says the 
Times of London. To the last gen- 
eration ‘‘waltzing’’ mice were well 
“known as: children’s -pets, and..they. 
are still largely bred by fanciers in 
America and Japan, but they have‘ 
become scarce in this country. In 
fact, when two years. ago the zoo 
wanted a family of them as zoolog- 
ical curiosities to illustrate Mende- 
lian inheritance they were unobtain- 
able. 

A eae mice are a strain of 
common mice possessed of a habit,.
